IIIFECTIOUS  DISEASES  IN  SCHOOL::. 


The  School  Medical  Officer  is  notified  by  teachers  of  all  children 
absent  from  school  on  account  of  illness.  Duplicates  of  such 
notifications  are  invariably  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Thus  a child  suffering  from  diphtheria  would  bo  notified  to  tho  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  by  a Doctor  and  by  the  Head  Teacher,  who  vjould  also 
notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  other  children  absent  on  account 
of  sore  throats  and  if  they  had  seen  their  Doctor,

Milk  produced  throughout  the  District  is  generally  of  good 
quality , 

All  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  boon  regularly  inspected  during  the 
year  and  several  improvements  carried  out,

boon  carried  out.

In  Hundosley  the  quality  has  been  affected  by 
the  inability  of  tho  filters  at  the  V/aterworks  to  cope  with  the 
amount  of  water  passing  through,  Tho  quantity  has  been  satisfactory. 

A scheme  for  the  renewal  of  the  filters  etc,  is  in  hand.
